In Indictments Returned by Federal 


Grand Jury at Detroit, Government 


Charges That the “Bathtu b Tru st” 


H as Illegally Conspired to Fix the 


Prices and Sale of Ail Articles Used 


In Sanitary Plumbing. 


» Washington, Dec. 7.—-For v iolation 
of the Sherman anti-tru st law the pres­ 
idents and other officers of sixteen 
companies 
comprising 
the 
b athtu b 
tru st hav e b een indicted b y the federal 
grand ju ry in Detroit. 
This is one 
of the b iggest hau ls, so far as indiv id­ 
u al prosecu tions are concerned, that 
the departm ent of ju stice has ev er 
made u nder the anti-tru st law. If the 
officers are conv icted they will b e lia­ 
b le to jail sentences and the depart­ 
ment u ndou b tedly will b end ev ery ef­ 
fort to hav e su ch pu nishment meted 
ou t instead of fines. The sixteen com­ 
panies also were indicted as corpora­ 
tions. 
The companies in the tru st are en­ 
gaged in the making of sanitary en­ 
ameled ironware, b athtu b s, sinks and 
other things of a sim ilar character 
that enter into the constru ction of 
nearly ev ery hou se in the land. 
The 
departm ent of ju stice some time ago 
b rou ght a civ il su it against the com­ 
b ination. 
The ev idence in this su it, 
according to a statem ent issu ed b y the 
departm ent of ju stice, showed that the 
annu al ou tpu t of b athtu b s and plu mb ­ 
ers’ su pplies aggregated ab ou t $15,- 
000,000 a year; that the defendants 
engaged ,in 
the 
comb ination 
fixed 
prices b y agreement and adv anced 
prices so fixed, and regu lated b y agree­ 
ment the prices b y which the job b ers 
were permitted to resell the produ cts. 
The departm ent of ju stice charges fu r­ 
ther that the comb ination refu sed to 
sell to job b ers who wou ld not agree to 
resell at the prices fixed b y the com­ 
b ination, and also refu sed to sell to 
any job b ers who handled any su pplies 
m anu factu red b y concerns not in the 
tru st. 
The ev idence, according to the de­ 
partm ent’s statem ent, tended to show 
that the defendants knew when they 
entered into this comb ination that 
su ch an arrangem ent wou ld b e u nlaw­ 
fu l and that they sou ght for a dev ice 
b ehind which they, might conceal the 
tru e character of the comb ination. 
The departm ent of ju stice says fu r­ 
ther that the ev idence shows that the 
m akers appointed a committee on the 
day they entered into this comb ina­ 
tion and this committee, with the li­ 
censer, fixed the prices of all the prod­ 
u cts sold hv the comb ination. 
The 
defendants also at a meeting held in 
Newr York city, appointed a committee 
from their nu mb er, 
known as the 
“price and schedu le committee.” which 
was to determine prices and conditions 
of sale. 
The departm ent of ju stice 
charges that this committee held a 
ten-day session at Mou nt Clemens, 
Mich., sev eral months ago and fixed 
the prices and conditions of sale for 
their produ cts 
The department of ju stice, satisfied 
that this was a delib erate case of in 
tentional v iolation of the Sherman 
anti-tru st law, and that a fictitiou s 
arrangement for dealing in patented 
articles had b een entered into to con 
ceal the tru e natu re of the transaction, 
cau sed the ev idence to he su b mitted 
to a grand ju ry at Detroit. 
This in­ 
v estigation has resu lted in the indict­ 
ments against the officers of the six­ 
teen corporations and the corporations 
themselv es.

in the total improv ed farm acreage, 
1 per cent. 
The principal rates of decrease in 
1910 as compared with 1900 are; 
In 
the whole nu mb er of farms, 3 per 
cent; 
and in the total farm acreage, 
2 per cent. 
The statem ent show's, in detail, that 
the nu mb er of farms reported in 1910 
was 214,741, as compared with 221,897 
in 1900. a decrease of 3 per cent. 
The total v alu e of the farm land 
and b u ildings was giv en in 1910 as 
$1,590,225,000. as against $841,735,000 
in 1900, an increase of 89 per cent. 
The total v alu e of the farm land 
alone was reported in 1910 as $1,325,-
